"AMERICAN AMBASSADOR. BERLIN: 


"You are instructed to deliver tcxtunlly the follow- 


ing note to the Minister of Foreign Affairs: 


' In compliance with Your Excellency's request I did 


not fall to transmit to my government immediately 
uprni their receipt of your note of May 28 in reply 
to my note of May 1C, and your supplementary note 
of 
June 1. setting forth the conclusions so far ab 


reached by the Imperial German 
government 
cou- 


rornini? the attacks en -the American steamers Cush- 
inff and Gulflight. 
I am now instructed by my gov- 


ernment to communicate the following reply: 


"The government of the United States nojes with 


gratification the full recognition hy the.Imperial Ger- 
man Kovonment. In discussing the. cases of the dish- 
ing and the/ Cnlflighl, of the principles of the freedom 
of all parts of the open sea to neutral ships and the 
frank willingness of the Imperial German government 
to acknowledge and meet its liability where the fact 
of attack upon neutral ships 'which have not heen 
guilty of any hostile act.' by German aircraft or ves- 
sels of war is satisfactorily established; and the gov- 
ernment of tho United States will in due course lay 
before the Imperial German government, as it re- 
quests, full information concerning the attack on tho 
steamer Cushing. 


SURPRISED AT FALABA CONTENTION 


"With regard to the sinking of the steamer Falaha. 


by which an American citizen lost his life, the gov- 
ernment of the United Slates is surprised to find the 
Imperial. German government 
contending 
that 
an 


effort on the part of a merchantman to escape cap- 
uire. and secure assistance alters the obligation of the 
ofiicer seeking the capture in respect of the safety ' 
of the lives of those on board 
the 
merchantman, 


although the vessel has ceased her attempt to escape 
when torpedoed. 


"These are not new circumstances. 
They have 


been in the minds of statesmen and of international 
jurists throughoul the development of naval warfare 
and the government of the United States docs not 
understand that they have, ever been held to alter the 
principles of humanity upon which it has .insisted. 


"Nothing but actual and forcible resistance or con- 


tinued effort to escape by liight when ordered to stop 
for the purpose of visit on the part of the merchant- 
man has ever been held to forfeit the lives of her 
passengers or crew. 


"The government of the United States, however, 


does not understand that the Imperial German gov- 
ernment is seeking in this case to relieve itself of 
liability, hut only intends to set forth the circum- 
stances which led' the commander of the submarine 
to allow himself to be hurried into the course which 
lie took. 


DECLARES LUSITANIA N'OT ARMED 


"Your Excellency's note, in discussing the loss of 


American lives resulting from the 
sinking 
of 
the 


steamship Lusitania, adverts at some length to cer- 
tain information which the Imperial German govern- 
ment has received with regard to the character and 
outfit of that vessel, and Your Excellency exprerses 
the fear that this information may 
not have 
been 


brought to the attention of the United States. 


"It is stated that the Lusitania undoubtedly was 


supplied with masked guns supplied 
with 
trained 


gunners nnd special ammunition, transporting troops 
from 
Canada, carrying a cargo not permitled under 


the laws of the United States to a. vessel also carry- 
ing passengers, and serving, in virtual effect, as an 
auxiliary to the naval'forces of Great Britain. 


"fortunately, these are matters concerning which 


the. government of the United States is in a position 
to give the Imperial German government official in- 
formatlbn. 
Of the facts alleged in Your Excellency's 


note, if true, the government of the United 
States 


would have been bound to take official cognizance in 
performing its recognized duty as a. neutral power, 
and in 'enforcing its national laws. 


"It was Its duty to see to it that the Lusitania was 


not armed for offensive action; that she was not serv- 
ing as a transport, that she did nm carry a cargo 
prohibited by Ihe slatutes of the United States, and 
that, if in fact she was a naval vessel of Great Brit- 
ain, she should nol'receive clearance as a. merchant- 
man: and it performed that duty and enforced its 
statules with scrupulous vigilance through its regu- 
larly constituted officials. 


LUSITANIA CLAIMS 
"IRRELEVANT" 


"II is able. Ihcrefore, to assure the ImperiaJ German 


government that it has been misinformed. 
If 
the 


Imperial German government should deem itself to 
he' in possession of convincing evidence that the offi- 
cials of the government of the United States did not 
perform these duties with thoroughness, the govern- 
ment of the United States sincerely hopes that it will 
submit that evidence for consideration. 


"Whatever may be the contentions of the Imperial 


German government regarding the carriage of con- 
traband of war on board the Lusitania or regarding 
the explosion of that mateiial by the torpedo, it need 
only bsr said that in the 'view of this government 
these contentions are irrelevant to the question of 
the legality of 
the methods used hy-the 
German 


naval authorities in sinking the vessel. 


"But the sinking of passenger ships Involves prin- 


ciples of humanity which throw into Ihe background. 


any special circumstances of 
detail 
that 
may be 


thought to /iffcct the cases—principles which lift it, 
as tht Imperial Ocrman government will no doubt be 
Quick to recognize and acknowledge, out of the class 
of ordinary subjects of diplomatic discussion or ot 
International controversy. 


"Whatever be the other facts regarding the Lusi- 


tania. the principal fact is that a great steamer,.pri- 
marily and chiefly u conveyance for passengers and 
carrying more than a thousand soul* who had no 
l»art or lot In the conduce of_the war. H'as torpedoed 
ami -sunk without so much as a challenge or a warn- - 
Ing, and that men. women and children were sent to 
their death in circumstances unparalleled in modern 
warfare. 


He Approves Decision of Court 


to Stop Sale of Bliss-Leavitt 
Torpedoes to Foreign Powers 


GRAVE RESPONSIBILITY 


"The fact that more than 100 
American 
citizens 


were among those who perished made it the duty 
of the government of the United Slates to speak of 
these things, and once more with solemn emphasis 
to call ihfc attention of the Imperial German govern- 
ment to the grave responsibility which Ihe govern- 
ment of the United States conceives that it has in- 
curred in this tragic occurrence, and to the indisputa- 
ble principle upon which that responsibility rests. 


"The 
government of the United States is contend- 


ing for something much greater than mere rights of 
properly' or privileges of commerce. 
It is contending 


for nothing less high and Barred than the rights of 
humanity, which every government honors Uself in 
respecting and which no government is justified in 
resigning on behalf 
of those under its care 'and 


authority. Only her actual resistance to capture, or 
refusal to stop when ordered to do so for the purpose 
of visit, could have afforded the commander of the 
submarine any Justification for so much as putting 
the lives of those on board the ship in jeopardy. 


"This principle the government 
of 
the 
United 


States understands the explicit instructions issued on 
August 3, 1514. by the Imperial German admiralty to 
its commanders at sea to have recognized and em- 
bodied, as do the naval codes of all other nations, and 
upon it every traveler and seamaji had a 'right to 
depend. 


"It is upon this principle of humanity, as well as 


upon . the law founded upon this principle, that the 
United States must stand. 


"WILLING TO BE INTERMEDIARY 


"The government of the United States is happy to 


observe that Your Excellency's note closes with the 
intimation that the Imperial German government is 
willing, now as before, to accept the good offices of 
the United States in an attempt to come to an under- 
standing with the government of Great 
Britain 
by 


which the character and conditions of war upon the 
sea may be changed. 


"The government of the United States would con- 


sider it a privilege thus to serve its friends and the 
world. It stands ready at any time 
lo 
convey 
to 


either government any intimation or suggestion the 
other may be willing to have it convey and cordially 
invites the Imperial German government to make use 
of its services in this way at its convenience. 
Tile 


whole world is concerned in anything that may-bring 
about even a partial accommodation of interests or 
in any way mitigate the terrors of the present dis- 
tressing conflict. 


"In the meantime, 
whatever 
arrangements 
may 


happily be made between the parties to the war. and 
whatever may in the opinion of the Imperial German 
government have been the provocation of their cir- 
cumstantial justification for the past acts of Its com- 
manders at sea. the government of the United States 
confidently looks to see th£ justice and humanity of 
the government of Germany vindicated in all cases 
where Americans have been wronged or their rights 
as neutrals invaded. 


CANNOT AD.MIT WAR ZONE CLAIM . 


"The, government of the United States therefore 


very earnestly and very solemnly renews the repre- 
sentations of Us note, transmitted to the 
Imperial 


German government on the 15th of May. and relies 
in these representations upon the principles of hu- 
manity, the universally recognized understandings of 
international law and the ancient friendship of the 
German nation. 


"Th» government of the United Stales cannot admit 


that the proclamation of a war zone from which neu- 
tral ships have been warned to keep away may be 
made to operate as in any degree an abbreviation of 
the rights either of 
American 
shipmasters 
or 
of 


American citizens bound on lawful errands as passen- 
gers on merchant ships of belligerent 
nationality. 


It does not understand the Imperial German govern- 
ment to question those rights. 


"It understands it. also, to accept as established 


beyond riuestion the principle that the lives of non- 
combatants cannot lawfully or rightfully he put in 
jeopardy by the capture or destruction of an un- 
resisting merchantman and to recognize the obliga- 
tion to take sufficient precaution to ascertain whether' 
a suspected merchantman is in fact of belligerent na- 
tionality or is in fact carrying contraband of war 
under a neutral flag.

"The government of the United States 
deems it 


reasonable to expect that the Imperial German gov- 
ernment will adopt the measures necessary to put 
these principles into practice in respect of the safe- 
guarding of American lives and American ships and 
asks for assurances that this will be done. .

TEXT OF AMERICAN REJOINDER TO GERMANY 


"TH£ SECRETARY OF STATE AD INTERIM TO 


THE' AMERICAN AMBASSADOR AT BERLIN. 
"Department of Slate, Washington, June 9, 1315. 


"AMERICAN AMBASSADOR, BERLIN: 


"Von are instructed to deliver textually the follow- 


ing note to the Minister of Foreign Affairs: 


"In compliance with Your Excellency's request I did 


not fail to transmit to my government immediately 
upon their receipt of your note of May 28 in reply 
to my note of May 15, and your supplementary note 
of 
June 1, setting forth the conclusions so far as 


reached by the Imperial German 
government con- 


cerning the attacks on the American steamers Gush- 
ing and Gulflight 
I am riow instructed by my gov- 


ernment to communicate the following reply: 


"The government of the United States notes with 


gratliication the full recognition by the Imperial Ger- 
man government, in discussing the cases of the Cush- 
ing and the Gulflight, of the principles of the freedom 
o£ all parts of the open sea to neutral ships and the 
frank willingness of the Imperial German government, 
to acknowledge and meet its liability where the fact 
of attack upon neutral ships 'which have not been 
guilty of any hostile act.' by German aircraft or ves- 
sels of war Is satisfactorily established; and (lie gov- 
ernment of the Untied Slates will in due course lay 
before the Imperial German government, as it re- 
quests, full information concerning the attack on the 
steamer dishing. 
* 


SURPRISED AT FALABA CONTENTION* 


"With regard to the sinking of the steamer Kalaba, 


by which an American citizen lost his life, the gov- 
ernment of the United States is surprised to find the 
Imperial German government 
contending 
that 
an 


effort on the part of a merchantman to escape cap- 
ture and secure assistance, alters the obligation of the 
officer seeking the capture in respect of the safety 
of the lives of those on board 
the 
merchantman, 


although the vessel has ceased her attempt to escape 
when torpedoed. 


"Thess are not new circumstances. 
They have 


been in the minds of statesmen and of international 
jurists throughout the development of naval warfare 
and the government of the United States does not 
understand that they have ever been held to alter the 
principles of humanity upon which it has insisted. 


"Nothing but actual and forcible resistance or con- 


tinued effort to escape by Jlighl when ordered to stop 
for the purpose of visit on the part-of the= merchant- 
man has ever been held to forfeit, the lives of her 
passengers or crew. 


"The government of the United States, however, 


does not understand that the Imperial German gov- 
ernment is seeking in this case to relieve itself of 
liability, hut only intends to set fortli the circum- 
stances which led the commander of the submarine 
to allow himself to he hurried into the 'course which 
he took. 


DECLARES. LUSITANIA NOT ARMED 


"Your Excellency's note, in 'di?cussing the loss of 


American lives resulting from the 
sinking 
of 
the 


steamship Lusitania, adverts at some length to cer- 
tain information which the Imperial German govern- 
ment lias received with regard to the character and 
outfit of that vessel, and Your "Excellency exprerws 
the ftar that this information may • not have been 
bro'.ight to the attention of the United States. 


"It is stated that the Lusitania undoubtedly was 


supplied with masked 'guns supplied with trained 
gunners and special ammunition, transporting troops 
from 
Canada, carrying a cargo not permitted under 


the laws of the United States to a vessel also carry- 
ing passengers, and serving, in virtual effect, as an 
auxiliary to the naval forces of Great Britain. 


"Fortunately, these are matters concerning which 


the covernment of the United States is in a position 
to ijive the Imperial German government official in- 
formation. Of the facts alleged In Your Excellency's 
note, if true, the government of the United - States 
would have been bound to take official cognizance in 
performing its recognized duty as a neutral power, 
and in enforcing its national laws. 


"It was its duty to see to it that the Lusitania was 


not armed for offensive action: that she was not serv- 
ing as a transport, that she did not carry a cargo 
prohibited by the statutes of the United States, and 
lhat. if in fact she was a naval vessel of Great Brit- 
ain, she should not receive clearance as a merchant- 
man; and it performed that duty and enforced its 
statutes with scrupulous vigilance through its regu- 
larly constituted officials. 


LUSITANIA CLAI.MS 
"IRRELEVANT" 


"It is able, therefore, to assure the Imperial German 


government that it has been misinformed. If 
the 


Imperial German government should deem itself to 
be in possession of convincing evidence that the offi- 
cials of the'government of the United States did not 
perform these duties with thoroughness, the govern- 
ment of the United States sincqrely hopes that it will 
submit that evidence for consideration. 


"Whatever may be the contentions of the Imperial 


German government regarding the carriage of con- 
traband of war on board the Lusitania or regarding 
the explosion of that material by the torpedo, it need 
only bo. snid that in the view of this government 
these contentions are irrelevant to the Question of 
the legality of 
(he methods used by the 
German 


naval authorities in sinking the vessel. 


"But the sinking of passenger ships involves prin- 


ciples of humanity which -throw into the background 


SECT 


any special circumstances of detail 
that 
may be 


thought to affect the cases—principles which lift it, 
as the Imperial German government will no doubt bo 
quick to recognize and acknowledge, out o'f the class 
of ordinary subjects of diplomatic discussion or of 
international controversy. 


"Whatever be the other facts regarding the Lusi- 


tania. the principal fact is that a great steamer, pri- 
marily and chiefly a conveyance for passengers and 
carrying more than a thousand souls who.had no 
part or lot in the conduct of the war, was .torpedoed 
and sunk without so much as u challenge or a warn- 
ing, and that men. women and children were sent to 
their death in circumstances unparalleled in modern 
warfare. 


GERMANY'S GRAVE RESPO.VSIBIUTY 


"The fact that more than 100 American 
citizens 


were among those who perished made it the duty 
of the fiovernmenl of the United States to speak of 
these things, and once more with solemn emphasis 
to call the attention of the Imperial Gorman govern- 
ment to.the grave responsibility which the govern- 
ment of the United Stales conceives that it has In- 
curred In this tragic occurrence, and to the Indisputa- 
ble- principle upon which thut responsibility resi?. 


"The government of the United States is contend- 


ing for something much greater than mere rights of 
property or privileges of commerce. It is contending 
for nothing less high and sacred'than the rights of 
humanity, which every government honors itself in 
respecting and which no government is justified in 
resigning on behalf of those under its care and 
authority. Only her actual resistance to capture, or 
refusal to stop when ordered to do so for the purpose 
of visit, could have afforded the commander of the 
submarine any justification for so much as putting 
the lives of those on board the ship in jeopardy. 


"This principle the government 
of 
the 
United 


States understands the explicit instructions issued on 
August 3, 1914, by the Imperial German admiralty to 
its commanders at sea to have recognized and em- 
bodied, as do the naval codes of all other nations, and 
upon il every traveler and seaman had a right to 
depend. 


''It is upon this principle of humanity, as well as 


upon the law founded upon this principle, that the 
United States must stand. 


WILLING TO BE INTERMEDIARY 


"The government of the United States is happy to 


observe that Your Excellency's note closes with the 
intimation that the Imperial German governmant is 
willing, now as before, to accept: the good offices -of 
the Ur.iied Stales in an attempt to come to an under- 
standing with the government of Great Britain 
by 


which the character and conditions of war upon the 
sea may be changed. 


"The government of the United Slates would con- 


sider it a privilege thus to serve its friends and the 
world. It stands ready, nt any time to convey to 
either government any intimation or suggestion the 
other may he willing to have it convey and cordially 
invites the Imperial German government to make use 
of its services in this way at its convenience. 
The 


whole world is concerned in anything that may bring 
about even a partial accommodation of interests or 
in any way mitigate the terrors, of the present dis- 
tressing conflict. 


"In the meantime, whatever arrangements 
may 


happily bo made between the parties to the war,, and 
whatever may in the opinion of the Imperial German 
government have been the provocation of their cir- 
cumstantial justification for the past acts of its com- 
manders at sea, the government of the United States 
confidently looks to see the justice and humanity of 
the government of Germany vindicated in all cases 
where Americans have been wronged or their rights 
as neutrals invaded. 


CANNOT ADMIT WAR ZONE CLAIM 


"Thn government of the United States therefore 


very earnestly and very solemnly renews the repre- 
sentations of its note* transmitted to the 
Imperial 


German government on the 15th of May, and relies 
in these representations upon the principles of hu- 
manity, the universally recognized understandings of 
international law and the' ancient friendship of the 
German nation. 


"Tho government of the United States cannot admit 


that the proclamation of a war zone from which neu- 
tral ships have been warned to keep away- may be 
made to operate as in any degree an abbreviation of 
the rights either of 
American, shipmasters -or of 


American citizens bound on lawful errands astpassen- 
gers on .merchant ships of belligerent -nationality. 
It does not understand the Imperial German govern- 
ment to question those rights. 


"It understands it. also, .to accept as-established 


beynnil question the principle that the lives of non- 
combatants cannot lawfully or rightfully be put in 
jeopardy by the capture or' destruction of an un- 
resisting merchantman and to recognize the obliga- 
tion to take sufficient precaution to ascertain whether 
a surpected merchantman is in fact of belligerent na- 
tionality or is in fact carrying contraband of war 
under a neutral Hag. 


"The government of the United States deenis it 


reasonable to expect that the Imperial German gov- 
ernment will adopt the measures necessary to put 
these principles Into practice in respect of the safe- 
guarding of American lives and American ships and 
asks for assurances that this will be done.

TEXT OF AMERICAN REJOINDER TO GERMANY 


"THE SECRETARY OK STATE AD INTERIM TO 


TrIEV AMERICAN AMBASSADOR AT BERLIN'. 
"Department of State, Washington, June 9, 1915. 


"AMERICAN AMBASSADOR, BERLIN': 


"Yon are instructed to deliver textually the follow- 


ing note to the Minister of Foreign Affairs: 


"In compliance with Your Excellency's request I did 


not fall to transmit to my government immediately 
upon their receipt of your note of May 28 in reply- 
to my note of May 15, and your supplementary note 
of 
June 1, setting forth the conclusions so far as 


reached by the Imperial German 
government con- 


cerning the attacks on the American steamers Gush- 
ing and Gulfltght. I am now instructed by my gov- 
ernment to communicate the following reply: 


"Tho government of the United States notes with 


gratification the full recognition by the Imperial Ger- 
man government, in discussing the cases of the Gush- 
ing and the Gulflight. of the principles of the freedom 
of'air parts of the open sea to neutral ehips and'the 
frank willingness of the Imperial German government 
to acknowledge and meet its'liability where the fact 
of attack upon neutral ships 'which have not been 
guilty of any hostile act.' by German aircraft or ves- 
sels of war Is satisfactorily established; and the gov- 
ernment of the United States will in due course lay 
before the Imperial German government, as it re- 
quests, full Information concerning the attack on the 
steamer Cushing. 


SURPRISED AT FALABA CONTENTION 


"With regard to the sinking of the steamer Falaba, 


by which an American citizen lost his life, the gov- 
ernment of the United States is surprised to find the 
Imperial German government 
contending 
that 
an 


effort on the part of a merchantman to escape cap- 
ture and secure assistance alters the obligation of the 
officer seeking the capture in respect of the safety 
of the lives of those on board 
the 
merchantman, 


although the vessel has ceased her attempt to escape 
when torpedoed. 


"These are not new circumstances. 
They have 


been In the minds of statesmen and of international 
Jurists throughout the development of naval warfare 
and the government of the United States does not 
understand that they have ever been held to alter the 
principles of humanity upon which it has insisted. 


"Nothing but actual and forcible resistance or con- 


tinued effort to escape by flight when ordered to stop 
for the purpose of visit on the part of the merchant- 
man has ever been held to forfeit the lives of her 
passengers or crew. 


"The government of the United States, however, 


does not understand that the Imperial German gov- 
ernment is seeking in this case to relieve itself of 
liability, hut only intends to set forth the circum- 
stances which led the commander of the submarine 
to allow himself to be hurried into the course which 
he took. 


DECLARES LUSITANIA XOT ARMED 
. . 


"Tour Excellency's note, in discussing the loss of 


American, lives resulting from the 
sinking of 
the 


Steamship Lusitania, adverts at some length to cer- 
tain information which the Imperial German govern- 
ment has received with regard to the character and 
outfit of that vessel, and Your Excellency expreises 
the fear that this Information may not have been 
brought to the attention of the United States. 


"It is stated that the Lusitania undoubtedly was 


supplied with masked guns supplied 
-with trained 


gunners and special ammunition, transporting troops 
from 
Canada, carrying a cargo not* permitted under 


the laws of the United States to a vessel also carry- 
ing passengers, and serving, in virtual effect, as an 
auxiliary to the naval forces of Great Britain. 


"Fortunately, these are matters concerning which 


the government of the United States is in a position 
to give the Imperial German government official in- 
formation. 
Of the facts alleged in Your Excellency's 


note, if true, the government of the United States 
would have been bound to take official cognizance In 
performing its recognized duty as a neutral power, 
and in enforcing Its national laws. 


"It was Its duty to see- to it that the Lusitania was 


not armed for offensive, action; that she was not serv- 
ing ns a transport, that she did not carry a cargo 
prohibited by the statutes of the United States, and 
that, if In fact she -was a naval vessel of Great Brit- 
ain, she should not receive clearance as a merchant- 
man: and It performed that duty and enforced its 
statutes with scrupulous vigilance through Its. regu- 
larly constituted officials. 


LUSITANIA CLAIMS 'IRRELEVANT" 


"It Is able, therefore, to assure the Imperial German 


government, that it has been misinformed. If 
the 


Imperial German government should deem itself to 
be in possession of convincing evidence that the offi- 
cials of the government of the United States did not 
perform these duties with thoroughness, the govern- 
ment of the United States sincerely hopes that It will 
submit that evidence for consideration. 


"Whatever may be the contentions of the Imperial 


German government regarding the carriage of con- 
traband of war on hoard the Lusitania or regarding 
the explosion of that material by the torpedo, It need 
only bit said that'In the view of this government 
these contentions are irrelevant to the question of 
the legality of 
the methods used by the 
German 


naval authorities in sinking the vessel. 


"But the sinking of passenger ships involves prin-

"Whatever be the- other facts regarding th« Lusi- 


tania, the principal fact is that a great steamer, pri- 
marily and chiefly a conveyance for passengers and 


i carrying more than a thousand souls who had no 


part or lot In the conduct of the war. .vas torpedoed 
and sunk without so much as u challenso or a warn- 
ing, 
and that men, women and children were sent to 


their death In circumstances unparalleled In modern 
warfare. 


.GERMANY'S GRAVE RESPONSIBILITY 


I'The .fact that more than 100 American 
citizens 


were among those who pc-rishc-d made it the duty 
of the government of the United States to speak of 
these things, and once more with solemn-emphasis 
to call the attention of the Imperial German govern- 
ment to the grave responsibility which the govern- 
ment of the United Slates conceives that it has in- 
curred In this tragic occurrence, and to the Indisputa- 
ble principle upon which that responsibility rests. 


"The 
government of the United Stales Is contend- 


ing for something much greater than mere rights of 
property or privileges of commerce. 
It is contending 


for nothing less high and sacred than the rights of 
humanity, which every government honors Itself in 
respecting and which no government Is Justified in 
resigning on behalf of those under Its care and 
authority. 
Only her actual resistance to capture, or 


refusal to stop when ordered to do so for the purpose 
of visit, could have afforded the commander of the 
submarine any Justification for so much as putting 
the lives of those on board the ship in jeopardy. 


''This principle the government 
of 
the 
United 


States understands the explicit Instructions issued on 
August 3, 101*, by the Imperial German admiralty to 
its commanders at sea to have recognized ajid em- 
bodied, as do the naval codes of all other nations, and 
upon It every traveler and seaman had a right to 
depend. 


''It is upon this principle of humanity, as well as 


upon the law founded upon this principle, that the 
United States must stand. 


WILLING TO BE INTERMEDIARY 


"The government of the United States is happy to 


observe that Your Excellency's note closes with the 
Intimation that the Imperial German government Is 
wilting, now as before, to accept the good offices of 
the United States in an attempt to come to an under- 
standing with the government of Great Britain 
by 


which the character and conditions of war upon the 
sea may he changed. 


"The government of the United States would con- 


sider it a. privilege thus to serve its friends and the 
world. It stands ready at any time to convey to 
either government any intimation or suggestion the 
other may be willing to have it convey and cordially 
invites the Imperial German government to make use 
of .its services in this way at its convenience. 
The 


whole .world is concerned In anything that may bring 
about even a partial accommodation of interests or 
in any way mitigate the terrors of the present dis- 
tressing conflict. 


"In the meantime, whatever 
arrangements 
may 


happily be made between the parties to the war, and 
whatever may in the opinion of the Imperial German 
government have been the provocation of their cir- 
cumstantial justification for the past acts of its com- 
manders at sea, the government of the United States 
confidently looks to see the justice and humanity-of 
the government of Germany vindicated in all cases 
where Americans have been wronged or their rights 
as neutrals Invaded. 


CANNOT ADMIT WAR ZONE CLAIM 


"Tho government of the United States therefore 


very earnestly and very solemnly renews the repre- 
sentations . of its note transmitted to the Imperial 
German government on the 15th of May, and relies 
in these representations upon the principles of-hu- 
manity, the universally recognized understandings of 
international law and the ancient friendship of • tha 
German nation. 


"The government of the United States cannot admit 


that the proclamation of a war zone from which neu- 
tral, ships have been warned to keep away may-be 
made to operate as in any degree an abbreviation of 
the rights either of 
American 
shipmasters 
or 
of 


American citizens bound on lawful errands as passen- 
gers on merchant ships of belligerent nationality. 
It does not understand the Imperial German govern- 
ment to question those rights. 


'"It understands it, also, to accept as established 


beyond question the principle that the lives of non- 
combatants cannot lawfully or rightfully be put in 
jeopardy by the capture or destruction of an un- 
resisting merchantman and to recognize the obliga- 
tion to take sufficient precaution to ascertain whether 
a suspected merchantman Is in fact of belligerent na- 
tionality or is in fact carrying contraband of war 
under a neutral fiasr. 


"The government of the United States deems 
it 


reasonable to expect that the Imperial German gov- 
ernment will adopt the measures necessary to put 
these principles into practice in respect of. the safe- 
guarding of American lives and American .ships and 
asks for assurances that this will ho done.

The entire 
i-lty was stripped of police protection 
for nearly an hour, while the new po- 
lice head congregated his subordinates 
in headquarters and read the riot act 
(o them. So hereafter the background 
will bo the place of- operations for the 
New Bedford bluecoats. 


In the first place, 
patrolmen must 


not he obstructive at fires. Chief Allen 
heard that some of the men interfered 
with the work of the fire fighters at 
some of the big blazes that have hap- 
pened in New Bedford, and so the new. 
department rule slates that the place 
for patrolmen at fires IB In the back- 
ground.

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A QUARTER CENTURY AGO 


Apropos, of the proposition of the 


municipal council to seize the property 
of the Day Nursery, the O'Leary Home, 
the Knights of Columbus and other 
buildings in Kirk and Anne streets, it 
appears that quarter of a century ago 
the city council attempted to seize Si. 
Anne's Orphanage In Anne street, also 
for the purposes of a high school, and 
they stuck to It despite the protests 
of the parishioners until public opinion 
called a hall. 
. The high school was 


erected In Kirk and Anne streets but 
the Edson orphanage still stands on Its 
original foundation. 


Will history repeat itself? 
At the first meellng in June, 26 years 


ago of the board of aldermen, the fol- 
lowing resolution went through both 
branches of the city council: "Resolved, 
That the lot of land situated on the 
easterly side of Anne street and the 
westerly side of Kirk street commonly 
known as the Orphanage loi and de- 
scribed as follows: 
• • 
• Is hereby 


designated as a suitable place for the 
erection of a building for a high school, 
and necessary for the enlargement of 
the present lot adjoining. 
The com- 


mittee on education Is hereby author- 
ized and directed to proceed with and 
to arrange for all 
preliminaries re- 


quired to properly bring about the mat- 
ter of taking and laying out said land, 
for school 
purposes 
as 
above 
set 


forth." 


At the same meeting the following 


protest from 
St. Anne's church was 


tabled without comment:

proposition Is likely to be made to your 
honorable body to take for high school 
purposes the land held In 
trust for 


the Theodore Edson orphanage. Imme- 
diately In the rear of St. Anne's church, 
they beg leave to set forth: 1st. That 
no official communication has' been 
made to them with reference to said 
property 
and 
they 
have 
therefore 


had no opportunity to enter any official 
objection to Its being diverted from 
its present use. 


"2nd. 
That the work of the orphan- 


age can'not be so 
effectively 
or 
so 


economically carried on If the Institu- 
tion should he removed from its pres- 
ent location contiguous to the church. 


"3rd. That to remove the* orphanage 


from Its present location would enlail 
.upon it pecuniary loss In the way. of 
legacies and bequests now contingent 
upon its remaining where It is. 


"4tli. That the design of the founder of 


the orphanage, the late Rev. Theodore 
Edson. D. D., was that It should remain 
In the place that it how occupies and 
has occupied for the last 15 years, to 
"this end he purchased said property. 
' "5th.. That land can be obtained, if 
necessary, for school purposes, upon the 
other side of the high school building, 
the procuring of which will not entail 
so many disastrous consequences. 


• • "6th. That the'rector, warden and ves- 


try of St. Anne's church strongly desire 
to-retain possession1 of this land where 
th'e' orphanage can be best guided and 
.managed.for the accomplishment of the 
great work to which it is pledged. 


"For this and other good and suffi- 


cient-reasons your honorable body are 
most respectfully petitioned not to dis- 
turb the orphanage in its present lo- 


lowing year took up the matter and re- 
ported back, recommending tho seizure 
of the land and that $30,000 be paid tu 
St. Anne's church for the properly. But 
the church people weren't after profit 
or real estate 
deals. 
They 
wanted 


their orphanage undisturbed and in a 
short time they stirred up public opln- 
on against tho city council and He 
proposition. The old Sun took up the 
mailer, declaring It to be outrageous 
to disturb the Institution and conclud- 
ed a red-hot editorial on the matter 
with the following remarks: 


"We would respectfully caution av- 
ery member o" the city council who 
thinks of evor appearing as a candi- 
date for political olnco, not to have 
anything to do with the. seizure of this 
lot. 
The people of Lowell will not 
tolerate such audacity as leads ths 
custodians of their Interests at city 
hall to resolve upon tearing down a 
benevolent Institution which was the 
crowning work of the illustrious The 
odore Edson's life." - 


The Sun also said: 
"What reason 
is given for taking 


this land instead of that on tho north 
erly side: 
As 
yet there IB but one 


reason and that Is thai the orphanag 
property Is not taxed while the otho 
is."

"Department of State, Washlpgton, June 9, 1915. 


'AMERICAN AMBASSADOR. BERLIN: 


"You are Instructed to deliver textually the follow- 


ing note to the Minister of Foreign Affairs: 


"In compliance with Your Excellc-ncy's request I did 


not fall to transmit to my government Immediately 
upon their receipt of your note of May 2S in reply 
to my.riote of May 15, and your supplementary note 
of 
June 1, setting forth the conclusions s>o far as 


reached by the Imperial German gosrernment con- 
cerning the attacks on the American steamers Cush- 
ing and Gulfllght. I am now. Instructed by my gov- 
ernment to communicate the following reply: 


"The government of the United States notes with 


gratifir-ation the full recognition by the Imperial Ger- 
man Rovernment, In discussing the cases of the Cush- 
ing and the Gultlight, of the principles of the freedom 
of all parts of the open sea to neuiral ships and the 


. frank willingness of the Imperial German government 
to acknowledge and meet its liability where the fact 
of attack upon neutral ships 'which hive not been 
guilty of any hostile act,' by German aircraft or ves- 
sels ot n'ar Is satisfactorily established; and the gov- 
ernment of the United States will in due course lay 
before the Imperial German government, as it re- 
quests, full information concerning the attach on the 
steamer dishing. 


SURPRISED 
AT FALABA CONTENTION 


"With regard to the sinking of the steamer Falaba, 


by which an American citizen lost his life, the gov- 
ernment of the United States is surprised to find the 
Imperial German government

effort on the part of-a merchantman to escape cap- 
ture anil secure assistance alters the obligation of the 
ofliccr sec-king the capture In respect of the safety 
of the lives of those on board 
the 
merchantman, 


although the vessel has ceased her attempt to escape 
when torpedoed. 


"These-are not new circumstances. 
They have 


been in the minds of statesmen and of international 
jurists throughout the development of naval warfare 
and .the government of the United States does not- 
understand that they have ever been held to alter the 
principles of humanity upon ivhich it has .insisted. 


"Nothing but actual and forcible resistance or con- 


tinued effort to escape by llight when ordered to stop 
for the purpose of visit on the part of the merchant- 
man has ever been Held to forfeit the lives of her 
passengers or c r e w . . . .

DECLARES LUSITANIA-NOT ARMED 


"Your Excellency's note, in discussing the loss of 


Amerlc&ri Ijves resulting .from the sinking of 
the 


Bteahishlp Lusitania. adverts, at some length to cer- • 
tain Iilf&rmation which the Imperial German govern- 
ment lias received with regard to the character and 
outfit of that vessel, and .Your. Excellency exprerses 
the fear that this information may not 
have 
been 


brought to the attention of the United States. 


"It is stated that the Lusltania undoubtedly was 


supplied with masked guns supplied with trained 
gunners and special ammunition, transporting troops 
from 
Canada., carrying a cargo not permitted under 


the laws of the United-States to a vessel also carry- 
ing passengers, and serving, in virtual effect, as an 
auxiliary to' the naval forces of Great -Britain. 


"Fortunately, these are matters concerning which 


tile government of the United States is in a position 
to give the Imperial German 'government ofilcial in- 
formation. .Of the facts .alleged in Your Excellency's 
note, if true, the government of the United States 
would have been bound to take official cognizance in 
performing Its recognized, duty, as a neutral power, 
and in enforcing Its national laws. 


"It was ita:.duty to see-to It that the Lusitania was 


not armed for-offensive action; that she .was not serv- 
ing as a transport, that she did not carry a. cargo 
prohibited.by. the statutes ofSthe. United States, and 
that, if in fact she was a. naval vessel of Great Brit- 
ain, she should not receive clearance fis a merchant- 
man; and it performed that duty and enforced Its 
statutes with scrupulous vigilance through Its regu- 
larly constituted officials. 


; 
I.USTTANIA .CLAIMS' -IRRELEVANT" 


"It is able, therefore, to assure the Imperial German 


government that it has been misinformed. Tf 
the 


Imperial German government should deem itself, to 
_be in possession of convincing evidence that Ihe offi- 
cials of the -government of the United States did not 
perform these duties with thoroughness, the govern- 
ment of the United States sincerely hopes that it'will 
submit, that evidence for consideration. 


"Whatever may be the contentions of the Imperial 


German government regarding the carriage .of con- 
traband of war on hoard the Lusltanla. or regarding 
the explosion of that material by the torpedo, it-need 
only be said that in the view of this government 
these' contentions are irrelevant to the question of 
the legality of 
the methods used by the 
German 


naval authorities in sinking the vessel. 
' "But the sinking of passenger ships involves prin- 
ciples of humanity which throw into the background

any special.circumstances of detail that may be 
thought to affect the cases—principles which lift it, 
as irte Imperial German government will no doubt be 
f|iilck to recognize and acknowledge, out of the class 
of ordinary subjects of diplomatic discussion or of 
International controversy. 


"Whatever be the other facts regarding the Lusl- 


tania. the principal fact is that a great steamer, pri- 
marily and chiefly a conveyance for passengers and 
carrying more than a thousand .«ouls who had no 
part or lot in the conduct of the war. was -torpedoed 
anil sunk without so much as a challenfie or a warn- 
in!,', rind that men, women and children .were sent to 
their fi4ath in circumstances unparalleled in modern 
warfare. 


GERMANY'S GRAVE IlESPOXSIBILITY 


"The fact that more than 100 American citizens 


wero among those who perished made it the duty 
of ^the government o£ the United States.to speak of 
these things, and once more with solemn emphasis 
to call the attention of the Imperial German govern- 
ment to the grave responstbilitj' which the govern- 
ment of. the United States conceives that it has in- 
curred In this tragic occurrence, and to the In'dispuln- 
ble principle upon which that responsibility rests. 


"The government of the United States is contend- 


ing for something much greater than mere rights of 
property or privileges of commerce. 
It Is contending 


for nothing less highland sacred than the rights of 
humanity, which every government honors itself in 
respecting and- which no government Is justified In 
resigning on behalf of tlioEe under its care and 
authority. 
Only her actual resistance to capture, or 


refusal to slop when ordered to do so for the. purpose 
of visit, could have .afforded the commander of the 
submarine any justification for so much as putting 
the lives of those on board the ship In jeopardy. 


"This principle the government 
of 
the 
United 


Stales understands the explicit instructions issued on 
August 3. 1014, by the Imperial German admiralty to 
its commanders at sea to have recognized and cm- 
bodied, as do the naval codes of all other nations, and 
upon it every traveler and seaman had a right to 
depend. 


''It Is upon this principle of humanity, as well as 


upon the law founded upon this principle, that the 
United Stales must stnnd. 


WILLING TO BE INTERMEDIARY 


"The government of the United States is happy to 


observe (hat Tour Excellency's note closes with the 
Intimation that the Imperial German government Is 
willing, now as.before, to accept.the good offices .of 
trie-United States in an attempt to come tr> an .under- 
standing'with the government of Great. Britain by 
which the character and conditions of war upon the 
sea may'be changed. 


"The government of the United States would con- 


sider It a privilege thus to serve its friends and the 
world.' It stands ready at any time . to convey 
to 


either government any intimation or suggestion the 
other may he willing to have-it convey and cordially 
invites the Imperial German government to make, use 
of its services in this way at its convenience: 
The 


whole world Is concerned: In anything that may bring 
about even a partial accommodation of interests or 
in any way mitigate the terrors, of the present dis- 
tressing conflict. 


"In the meantime, 
whatever 
arrangements :may 


happily be made between the parties to the war, and 
whatever may in the opinion of the Imperial German 
government nave been the'provocation of their cir- 
cumstantial justification for the past acts of its com- 
manders at sea, the government of the United States 
confidently looks to see the justice and humanity of 
the government of Germany vindicated in all cases 
where Americans have been wronged or their* rights 
as neutrals invaded. 


CANNOT ADMIT WAR ZONE CLAIM 


"Thn government'of the United States therefore 


very earnestly and very, solemnly renews 'the repre- 
sentations of Us note transmitted "to the .Imperial 


• German government on the 15th of May. and relies 


in these representations upon the principles of hu- 
^manity, the universally recognized understandings of 
international law and the.ancient friendship of the 
German nation. 


"The government of the United States cannot admit 


that the proclamation of a war zone from which neu- 
tral ships have been warned to keep away, may ba 
made to operate as in any degree an abbreviation of 
the rights either of -American shipmasters .or of 
•American citizens bound on lawful errands as passen- 
gers on merchant ships o£ belligerent -nationality. 
It does not understand the Imperial German govern- 
ment to question* those rights. 


"It understands it. also, to accept as established 


beyond question the principle that the lives of non- 
combatants cannot lawfully or rightfully be put in 
jeopardy by the capture or destruction of an • un- 
resisting merchantman and to recognize the obliga- 
tion to take sufficient precaution to.ascertain whether 
a suspected merchantman is in fact of belligerent na- 
tionality or is in fact carrying contraband of .war 
under a neutral flag. 


".The government of the United States deems It 


reasonable to expect that the Imperial German gov- 
ernment will adopt the measures necessary to put 
these principles into practice In respect of the safe- 
guarding of American lives and American ships'and 
asks for assurances that this will'be done.'
